siona, discounts reached the figure of 
$190,293.18, The total loss on tho year is 
$22,898.14, So, in spite of heavier charges 
for interest than 1893, the loss for 1804 is 
far less, a result due on the one hand, to 
the improvement in the sale price, on ‘tho 
other, tothe saving realized.

EXTRAORDINARY MEETING. 


An oxtraordinary mesting was held'a few 
minutes later, Mr Bavier Chaffour again 
presiding. 

The Cheitman cald—Bofore going any 
further, before prosseding to the ditcussion 
of tho various points in the articles of the 
day, I beg to call your kind attention to 
some preliminary remarks which I will now 
put before you. Gentlemen,—-In taking

I rasy toll you briefly that this is 
that a ayndicate has been formed .in Paris, 
which hay agreed to finance the Co, to the 
extent of 2,000,000 fcs, towards paying off 
tho onrront debt of the company and find- 
ing tha necessary working capitel. The 
emount will be due at the end of 1897 
when the syndicate has the option of 
taking payment in cash, or of converting 
this indebtedness into sharea of the com- 
pany. Thoso gautlamon having agreed to 
supply ‘so large 8 sum,. natarally oro 
desirous of having the direction of affiira 
under their own eyes, and this is why we 
will ask you to-day to satiction tho transfor 
of the head office to Puris. I now come to 
resolution No, 2, redaction of capital, 
which, Lam bappy to inform you that I 
have not toput to you, thanks chiefly to 
the action of two of your Directors, 
Mesers Obater and Mody. You will 
understand that the gentlemen who fur- 
nish’-the funda naturally claim a quid 
pro quo, this is simply » matter of business. 


'o assist in antisfying their requirements, it 
was originally propotod to roduce the 
existing capital by one half, ie. each ahare- 
bolder was to recoive one new share for 2 
old ones. Now, however, Messrs Chater 
and: Mody, havo gonorously come forward 
and cunsented to find themselves very 
noatly tho wholo of tho considoration ra- 
quired by tha syndicate, myself supplying 
tho balanco (applauss.): ‘Chis vory heavy 
sacrifice, whereby yor, gentlemen, aro 
placed is a far more advantageous posi- 
tion, is closely connected with resolutions, 
increaso of capital by issuo of ehares. From 
exumiuation of the balance shect, you will 
ace how very large-a sum is owiog by tha 
Company to Messrq Obatersand Mody, asum 
which to-day amounts to nearlyeleven lakhs, 
which I may remark represents actual ¢x- 
penditure in hard cash. They have agreed 
to recolve in total liquidation of this debt 
ta date 2,000,000 fcs. in shares, and it is to 
provide for this that we now ask you to 
consent to the incraasa af onr capital by 
this amount, raising it thereby to six mil- 
lion francs. This ia a liberal arrangement 
ouough, but I may further tell yon that all 
these shares have been patted with by 
thom to tho syndicate to complete ‘their 
consideration in order’ to“briog ‘shout the 
conclusion of one agracmout-with them. 
think you will agree with mo that the un- 
precedonted sacrifices miade by these gon- 
flemeo merit our heartioss appraoiation 
(applause). Tho 4th resolution will not be 

ut before you. -I had, however,better 
briefly explain it, ss the phreso ‘par 
vote q’apport’ way not bo familiar 
to all of you. Some months agn, I“ obtain- 
ed from the Government ef tho Protector- 
ate of Tonkin, concession. of the property 
of the surface over the whole area of the 
Company’s concession ; andit was proposed 
ta issue Fresh shares in consideration of thia 
‘apport.’ To facilitate thearrangements,and 
in virtue of an egreement botween’ Messrs 
Chater sod Mody and mysolf, I have now 
consented simply to hand this surface pro- 
perty in its entirety. to the Company. 
Consequently it is not necessary to procced 
with resolution 6, the appointment of a 
‘commissaire’ to value the property, as it 
is merged in the Oompany’a concession, 
and no consideration is given by the Compa- 
oyforit, These, gentlemen, aro the fow re- 
marks I hava to lay beforo you, and Iam 
ready to answer any questions you may 
choose to put to me in connection with this 
matter.

enabling communities to bacome self-govern- 
ing in a degreo, is in itself commendable, 
Wo “expressly use the expression ‘in a 
degree,’ Here in Qeylon, as it appears to 
ue, it ie dosirable to gradually educate our 
native fellow-residents up toa capacity not 
for self goveramont — that is impossible 
under-the etate of affaira in. Ceylon, —bat 
for taking a greater share in the adminis- 
tration of affairs aud the logislation of the 
inland, By the non-observanoe of ‘the five 
yeara’ rale os it affects the rotirament of tho 
unpffisial members of our Legislature, we 
hold that our Government. is limiting the 
possibility of promoting this education, It 
oan only ba y extending the obancea of 
obtaining offlofal, legislative and municipal 
experience that we oan hope to look forward 
to the day —yet far distant—when the mixed 
races of an Esstorn nationality oan safely be 
entrusted with 1 considerable influence in 
the managoment of their affsira, ‘The oxaes
